Lawyers, 
boards still 
debating 
solar zoning

A lawyer hired by neighbors of 
the proposed Kosak Court solar 
farm says they don't even need a 
zoning ordinance to stop the proj- 
ect. 

Michael Pill, with Northamp- 
ton-based Green Miles Lipton 
LLP, said last week that Ever- 
source is trying to “bamboozle” 
and “bully” Agawam's town gov- 
ernment into approving two solar 
farms without the appropriate 
zoning in place. 

The power company is propos- 
ing a 20-acre field of solar pan- 
els on property it owns at South 
West Street and Kosak Court, and 
a separate 6-acre solar field off 
South Westfield Street. Both sites 
are in Feeding Hills and zoned 
agricultural. Agawams zoning or- 
dinance does not mention solar 
farms, so Eversource has main- 
tained that under state law, they 
should be considered allowed un- 
less expressly prohibited. 

In comments to the Planning 
Board and in a letter dated March 
16, however, Pill said Agawam’'s 
agricultural and residential zon- 
ing ordinance is “prohibitive, 
meaning it is worded to prohibit 
any land use not listed in the or- 
dinance. He said the towns in- 
dustrial zoning ordinance, on the 
other hand, is “permissive, mean- 
ing any land use is allowed unless

magine a world with no volunteers. What kind of 
[= act would that have on Agawam’s town govern- 

ment, our libraries, our schools and our places of 
worship?

According to the Corporation for National and 
Community Service, in 2015, the most recent year for 
which full statistics are available, 62.6 million people 
served 7.8 billion hours. That’s an estimated value of 
$184 billion, based on the Independent Sector coali- 
tion's estimate of the average value of a volunteer hour. 

While these numbers are good, only 25.3 percent 
of residents of the Springfield area volunteer, and just 
24.8 percent of Massachusetts residents, ranking the 
state only 32nd among the 50 states and Washington, 
D.C., so there is room for improvement. Still, those 
statistics show how big of an impact volunteers have 
on the health and well-being of communities locally 
and across the country. 

“They tell an important story about how citizens 
can make a difference in their communities, informa- 
tion from the corporation reads.

“When Japan bombed Pearl 
Harbor, Vic remembers jumping 
out of a window at Perkins and 
driving to Springfield to talk to a 
recruiter. That recruiter handed Vic a fuel 
pump and asked him to take it apart and 
put it back together. Vic said it was a ‘piece 
of cake. The recruiter was pleased and told 
him someone would pick him up in a week. 

“The Air Corps sent him to three different 
schools. He learned about the B-29s in Seat- 
tle, the B-17s at Fort Myers, Fla., and about

Many of those who write 
about World War II emphasize 
the reality that it took millions of 
people to help and support our 
troops in the air, on land and on the seas. A 
great book you may want to read is titled, 
“The Girls of Atomic City” and subtitled, 
“The Untold Story of Women Who Helped 
Win World War II’ It was a New York Times 
bestseller and it is about the creation of the 
atomic bomb in Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

When I interviewed Vic Ramah for the 
2016 column, he showed me the manuals he 
had studied. Visible throughout were notes he 
took to help him fix and maintain the planes 
that helped win the war. How do you think the 
flight crews felt about soldiers like Vic? 

Vic Ramah was laid to rest with U.S. Air 
Force military honors on Friday, March 10, 
in our Feeding Hills Cemetery. It was cold, 
breezy and snowing when the Air Force bu- 
gler played Taps, a song most people dont 
know the words to, but how appropriate 
those words were that day for our hero, Vic- 
tor Ramah. 

Day is done, gone the sun.

School board 
members rejected a proposal to invite 
public comments on the night of the 
finalist interviews. 

School Committee member Antho- 
ny Bonavita said that would turn the 
interview process into a public “refer- 
endum” on who should be hired. He 
said if his colleagues approved a pub- 
lic forum, he would make a motion to 
put the hiring of the superintendent 
on the November ballot, and not even 
have the committee take a vote. 

“We were elected as School Com- 
mittee members to make the decision 
to hire the superintendent. That’s our 
job, he said. 

Bonavita added that he’s in favor of 
getting public input on who the com- 
mittee should hire, but not in a format 
where “60 people show up and want 
one person and 50 show up for anoth- 
er. 

The committee did agree to hold a 
public “meet and greet” session for the 
finalists, 6:30-7:30 p.m. Wednesday, 
April 5, at Agawam Junior High School, 
1305 Springfield St., Feeding Hills. This 
will be an opportunity for anyone in- 
terested in talking to the finalists to 
“mingle and meet” and ask questions 
of each finalist. 

One candidate will be in the school 
library and the other will be in the 
teachers cafeteria. This event will 
follow a tour of all Agawam schools 
by the finalists earlier that day, where 
they will meet with teachers, adminis- 
trators and other school staff.

Joshua Lee Smith, an attorney for Ever- 
source, disagreed with Pills interpretation 
at the March 16 meeting of the Planning 
Board, and with the zoning amendment 
that he said is being proposed now as “a 
last-minute Hail Mary attempt to blow up 
the project.’ 

“We werent bullying anyone, we just 
went through the process, including con- 
sultation with town officials, Smith said. “Tt 
should be a by-right use’ 


Zoning changes 

In the meantime, town boards are con- 
tinuing to debate provisions of the proposed 
zoning amendment. At its March 16 meet- 
ing, the Planning Board proposed several 
changes, to be forwarded to the City Coun- 
cil, which has the ultimate authority to re- 
write and adopt the ordinance. Rather than 
set its own public hearing, the City Council 
voted this week to pursue a joint meeting 
with the Planning Board. 

Among the Planning Board's concerns 
are a provision that explicitly exempts the 
town government itself — described earlier 
this month as the largest owner of open land 
in Agawam — from having to comply with 
the zoning and setback requirements of the 
ordinance. 

The current proposal calls for a 40-foot 
buffer between the property line and the 
edge of any solar installation. Planning 
Board members agreed that a wider buffer 
— 75, 80 or 100 feet — would be more ap- 
propriate. 

They also want a more robust require- 
ment for screening the view from residential 
properties onto the solar farm. The board 
will ask that the law specify evergreen plant- 
ings — not trees that lose their leaves in the 
winter — and that the trees stand at least 6 
feet tall at the time of planting, eventually 
growing to 15 feet within five years. 

The board will also recommend allowing 
solar farms in agricultural zones, subject to 
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restrictions such as applying for a special 
permit and covering only a certain percent- 
age of the parcel. 

“If a landowner or farmer had 50 acres 
... you could do 5 acres here, 3 acres there, 
Planning Board member Mario Tedeschi 
said. 

Tedeschi said he worried that under the 
current proposal, which restricts large-scale 
solar farms to industrial zones only, solar 
developers would be forced to use valuable 
properties in the towns industrial parks. A 
solar farm would pay less in property taxes 
than a similarly sized manufacturer, he noted. 

In a letter to the board, Zoning Board of 
Appeals Chairman Doreen Prouty said she 
would like to see the ordinance expanded 
to cover all solar installations in town — not 
just large ground-mounted arrays, but also 
mid-sized solar farms of an acre or less, and 
roof-mounted panels at homes and busi- 
nesses. 

At the March 16 meeting, Smith renewed 
Eversources objection to the ordinance, 
stating that the town is unfairly changing 
the rules after the power company spent 
nine months developing its plans in consul- 
tation with town officials. 

“Tt sets a bad precedent for any munic- 
ipality to do business this way, Smith said. 
“Eversource came in good faith, worked 
with [Town Planner] Marc Strange, and a 
whole host of other city officials, ... only for 
the rug to be pulled out from under us in the 
11th hour’ 

Asked by Smith whether they would 
support adding a clause excluding any cur- 
rent proposals from the requirements of the 
new law — essentially “grandfathering” the 
Eversource project under the current rules 
— none of the Planning Board members 
gave a yes or a no. Mark Paleologopoulos, 
the board chairman, said his eventual rec- 
ommendation will be “based on input from 
the professional staff and our own town so- 
licitor- 

Pill criticized Eversource for, as he de- 
scribed it, attempting to dictate policy to the 
Planning Board and City Council. 

“They sit there and try to bully you,’ Pill 
said. “Who made them God?” 

The Planning Board held a public hear- 
ing on the proposed ordinance on March 2. 
The City Council must hold its own public 
hearing before it can take a final vote on 
the proposed law.

AGAWAM - The Agawam High 
School spring sports teams are 
not all going to be in their proper 
homes to start the regular season. 

Athletic Director David Strat- 
ton and many other town offi- 
cials received an update from the 
mayors office about the athletic 
facility project on Monday after- 
noon. It stated there were still a 
few small items to be completed, 
and a grand opening and ribbon 
cutting is scheduled for Sunday, 
April 2. 

Stratton said the snow melting 
is not the only thing he is waiting 
for. Girls lacrosse games cannot 
occur until lines are drawn on the 
new multi-use artificial turf field. 

“We need a few days of non- 
snow for us to be able to paint the 
lines, said Stratton. “We cannot 
have games on the field without 
them, 

Stratton said the most like- 
ly scenario is games would be 
postponed rather than moved to 
School Street Park. 

“If the snow has not melted 


long enough for the lines to be 
painted, said Stratton. “It is not 
likely the field at School Street 
Park will be playable’ 

As of Monday, Stratton esti- 
mated there was still about six 
inches of snow remaining from 
the more than one foot that fell 
on Tuesday, March 14. He is hope- 
ful the good weather this week 
will melt the rest quickly. Girls 
lacrosse is currently scheduled to 
open on March 30. 

Boys lacrosse, baseball, and 
softball are scheduled to open in 
the first week of April. If the snow 
melts, baseball should be able to 
open at its new varsity field be- 
hind the school. The field is ready 
to go once the snow has melted, 
Stratton said. 

The softball team will not be on 
their usual field to start the sea- 
son. Stratton said sod was laid on 
the field late last year, and needs 
time before it can be played on. 

“I anticipate the softball team 
will open the season at Borgatti 
Park, said Stratton. “We will get 
them back home at some point 
during the season, we hope.’ 

The track teams have many 


home meets scheduled for this 
season after spending the past 
several years on the road. Strat- 
ton said until the temperature is 
warm enough, the teams will not 
have the ability to use the pole 
vault pits. According to the report 
released from the mayor's office, 
the pits can only be poured when 
the weather warms up. 

The girls track team has a home 
meet on Friday, March 31 against 
East Longmeadow. Stratton said 
without a proper accommodation 
for the pole vault event, Agawam 
would have to forfeit points for 
that event, per MIAA rules. 

The two tennis teams are prac- 
ticing, but there is still snow on 
the new courts. Boys tennis is 
supposed to open on March 30 if 
the courts are ready. 

Boys volleyball will open at 
home on Friday, March 31. With 
the locker room project fully 
completed, there will be no delays 
in the start of the season. 

Spring sports teams played 
completely off site last season 
with the exception of volleyball 
while the new athletic facilities 
were constructed. 





AD’s diligent in verifying 
academic eligibility

REGION - In the world of high 
school sports, we do not have 
the benefit of instant replay or a 
massive staff of people checking 
on every aspect of the sports be- 
ing played. We have to rely on the 
“human element” for everything 
at this level. 

And of course that can mean 
“human error’ occurs in situations. 

Human error is driving some 
of the forfeits occurring during 
the last several years. And based 
on the comments of several ath- 
letic directors, more diligence is 
the only solution. 

Earlier this month, Min- 
nechaug Regional High School 
Athletic Director Michael Roy 
had the unfortunate task of call- 
ing the Massachusetts Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Association and 
reporting an academically ineligi- 
ble player had participated in six 
hockey games. 

Roy did not become aware of 
the issue until the start of tour- 


nament. And Roy was not the 
first person it happened to. He 
may not be the last. But it was the 
first time the timing affected oth- 
er teams and their ability to play 
in the tournament as Chicopee 
Comprehensive was left out the 
Division 3A hockey tournament 
because the error was not found 
in time. 

But athletic directors around 
the region have praised the in- 
tegrity shown by Roy, and shared 
their own stories of dealing with 
ineligible players. 

Agawam High School Athlet- 
ic Director David Stratton took a 
perfect regular season from the 
boys volleyball team because of an 
ineligible player. He discovered the 
error during a game in progress. 

“The player had only been in 
the match about 30 seconds, said 
Stratton. “I went to the coach and 
told them to remove the player. 
We were going to have to forfeit 
the game anyways.

He would 
later say that he went a 
little too hard into the in- 
cline, but he kept the sec- 
ond place runner in his 
sights and did not let him 
back in. 

The turn onto Home- 
stead Avenue heading to 
Holyoke Community Col- 
lege was a revelation as 


to how far he was ahead. 
The estimate was that he 
was 100 yards in front at 
this point, but it might 
have been greater. As he 
climbed the hill that would 
crest in front of the HCC 
entrance, no one had even 
made the turn onto Home- 
stead. That hill would be 
his final test, as it was a 
long solid climb and then 
a hard drop to head back 
for the final two kilome- 
ters. Quinn passed that 
test with ease and worked 
his way back to downtown 
Holyoke. The hill by Cher- 
ry Street can be difficult 
even though it is down- 
hill. A runners legs take a 
pounding in that situation. 
Quinn had no problem. 

As he made the final 
turn onto Hampden Street, 
the crowd greeted him 
warmly.

material. Sit down with your child and 
explore the options. If possible, also 
get referrals fen other parents and 
your child’s friends. 

Secondly, you'll want to make sure 
your child is in agreement with summer 
camp plans. While you may have your 
heart set on him attending an academic 
camp, your child may rather go to 
the camp his best friend is attending, 
instead. Forcing him to go to the one 
you prefer may lead to a summer of 
aggravation. 

Many parents fail to consider the 
camp-to-camper match that should 
be present when selecting camps. 
Selecting strictly on session dates or 
what you feel would be best may not 
show you the best camps for your 
kid. Each child is an individual. His 
age, personality, talents, likes and 
dislikes must be taken into account 
as you help organize summer plans. 
Consider camps that help develop his 
skills and interests. When asked why 
he’s attending a specific camp, your 
child’s answer should be, “Because | 











love (name activity),” not “Because my 
parents made me come.” 

Every camp adminstrator thinks his 
camp is the best, so clear questions 
that require specific answers will help 
you determine if the camp meets your 
child’s needs. In addition, see if the 
camp administrator can provide you 
with the name of a private referral: a 
parent or counselor who can provide 
an unbiased opinion. Try to speak 
with both the camper and the parents, 
and let your child ask questions of the 
camper as well. 

Camp should be a fun and rewarding 
experience for your child. The time and 
money invested in a camp should be 
well worth the enjoyment it brings to your 
child.

affected by it. The reason it happened, he 
said? Simple human error. 

“When report cards come out each 
term, said Stratton. “A list of ineligible 
players is generated, and is given to me to 
cross reference with the kids trying out or 
kids currently on a roster. I happened to 
miss this kid’s name.’ 

According to the MIAA handbook, the 
buck stops with the principal's desk, Strat- 
ton says. But it really does not. 

“I am the athletic director and at the 
end of the day, it is up to me to make sure 
the athletes are eligible, said Stratton. 
“Many of the other AD’s feel the same way. 

Like many who have been in his posi- 
tion before, Stratton said he is even more 
diligent about making sure he checks the 
ineligible list. 

Jim Blain, a longtime athletic director 
at Chicopee High School who recently be- 
came principal, said Chicopee has a sim- 
ilar procedure with checking academic 
eligibility. He was charged with checking 
the lists like Stratton, and did for both 
Chicopee and Chicopee Comprehensive. 
Like Stratton, errors can happen. 

“T once had to forfeit a bunch of boys 
volleyball games because of an ineligible 
player,’ said Blain. “It does not feel good” 

Blain said reporting incidents to the 
MIAA requires integrity, and he credits 
Stratton and Roy with their honesty and 
integrity for doing so. He felt the same of 
Athletic Directors Melanie Martin from 
Holyoke and Tim Brillo of Ludlow for the 
same reason. 

Martin found an ineligible player was 
used in a Dean Tech playoff game against 
Monson. Dean Tech won the game, but 
the decision was reserved the next day

when Martin reported the error. Brillo 
had to call foul on the Ludlow boys soccer 
team. They forfeited several games and 
were deemed ineligible for the playoffs 
because of an ineligible player. 

“Nobody likes having to report it,’ said 
Blain. “It is a hard lesson to learn for some 
of the kids. But we try to follow the rules 
the same as everyone else.’ 

Blain also said due to the nature of 
Comps 11-0 loss to Minnechaug during 
the regular season, fighting the MIAAs 
decision to leave the tournament as is did 
not make sense. 

Quabbin Regional High School Ath- 
letic Director Mark Miville said the issue 
has never happened at Quabbin, but did 
once when he was athletic director at Ma- 
har Regional. He was more diligent about 
checking lists after the incident, and im- 
pressed the importance of having the in- 
tegrity to self-report. 

“The athletic directors make the rules,’ 
said Miville. “We meet and we vote on 
them. We want there to be fair play” 

The MIAA does not have a specific pol- 
icy they expect schools to follow in terms 
of verifying eligibility. 

“The schools basically police them- 
selves, said Stratton. “All of these inci- 
dents are self-reported to the MIAA?” 

The MIAA requires students pass four 
of seven courses in an academic year. 
Those requirements can vary by a school's 
schedule structure. Individual schools are 
also allowed to have stricter policies, if 
desired. In Agawam, a student must pass 
five of their seven classes for eligibility. 
Quabbin Regional High School requires 
students to pass every class. Eligibility is 
re-determined at the end of every school 
term, of which there are typically three or 
four in an academic year.
